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INTERVIEW 


Web  Designer 
Michael  Chan

Okay,  you’re  at  work,  school,  or  per¬ 
haps  your  living  room.  You’re  thinking 
that  you  want  to  go  out  to  eat  in 
Chinatown,  but  you  don’t  know  where 
to  go.  Or  perhaps  you’re  across  the 
country,  or  beyond,  and  you’re  thinking 
about  vacationing  in  Boston.  But  you 
still  don’t  know  what  Boston’s 
Chinatown  has  to  offer.  Well,  Michael 
Chan  has  a  solution  for  you. 

Chan  is  one  of  the  founders  of 
Hidama  Web  Design,  a  company  dedi¬ 
cated  to  "providing  the  most  advanced 
and  affordable  Internet  business  solu¬ 
tions  available."  Hidama  recently 
created  a  Boston  Chinatown  website  to 
service  the  community  and  those  inter¬ 
ested  in  it.  The  site,  for  example,  con¬ 
tains  listings  for  nine  bakeries.  After  all, 
"If  a  place  does  not  have  good  food,  then 
it’s  not  a  destination,"  Chan  muses. 

Michael  Chan  says  this  is  a  needed 
service  because  of  the  lack  of  restaurant 
listings  on  "the  Net"  and  Boston’s  in¬ 
creasing  appeal  as  a  tourist  destination. 
"Some  people  like  to  know  what  they’re 
getting  into  before  they  arrive.. it’s  like 
buying  a  travel  guide,"  Chan  explains. 
But  unlike  a  travel  guide,  the  website  is 
continually  updated  and  can  be  reached 
anytime,  anywhere  in  the  world 
(provided  there’s  a  computer  handy). 

Visitors  to  www.BostonChinatown 
also  can  take  a  virtual  tour  of 
Chinatown,  courtesy  of  the  Chinese  His¬ 
torical  Society  of  New  England.  The 
area’s  history  is  documented  from  1875, 
when  the  first  Chinese  came  to  Boston 
and  "pitched  tents  along  Ping-On  Alley 
(Alley  of  Peace  and  Security)." 
Moreover,  there  is  a  listing  for  "Asian- 
Links"  to  connect  to  other  websites  that 
may  be  of  interest  to  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity.  Chan  and  Hidama  are  currently 
recruiting  small  businesses  to  join  their 
site. 

Hidama  is  a  strong  supporter  of  small 
businesses.  "We  understand  the  needs  of 
your  small  business  because  that’s  what 
we  are,  a  small  business,"  says  Chan. 
Right  now  their  clients  consist  mainly  of 
friends  and  co-workers,  though  that  is 
certain  to  change  soon. 

Like  Hidama,  Michael  Chan  is  young 
and  full  of  potential.  While  he  does  not 
see  himself  running  Hidama  forever,  he 
invests  a  lot  of  time  and  energy  in  it. 
Chan  has  not  always  had  this  type  of 
direction.  Until  very  recently,  in  fact,  he 
says  he  didn’t  know  what  he  wanted  to 
do  with  his  life. 

Michael  Chan  claims  to  have  had  a 
very  "normal”  childhood.  He  grew  up  in 


Newton  with  his  parents  and  two 
younger  sisters.  "Like  almost  all  Chinese 
families,"  he  says,  his  parents  owned  a 
restaurant.  Chan  was  a  "mischievous" 
child,  according  to  his  mother,  and  loved 
cartoons.  Although  he  appreciated 
computers  and  video  games,  Chan  was 
not  one  of  those  kids  who  remained 
glued  to  the  computer  screen  all  day. 
That  came  later. 

Chan  decided  to  enroll  at  Boston 
University  because  the  school  offered  a 
wide  variety  of  majors  and  Chan  wasn’t 
sure  what  subject  he  wanted  to  pursue. 
Although  he  eventually  settled  on  busi¬ 
ness,  he  also  had  a  strong  interest  in 
computers.  In  his  leisure  time  at  BU, 
Chan  became  very  close  to  some  old 
friends.  Tony  Vespra,  Dennis  Sam,  and 
Michael  Chan  had  all  known  each  other 
since  junior  high  school,  but  did  not 
become  close  friends  until  they  ended 
up  at  the  same  college. 

After  graduating,  they  all  saw  the 
need  for  a  web  design  company  aimed 
more  at  small  businesses  than  at  cor¬ 
porations.  "A  lot  of  nets  are  made  for 
larger  companies,"  Chan  explains.  But 


this  prevents  small  businesses  from  get¬ 
ting  the  exposure  they  deserve.  "A  lot  of 
(small)  businesses  here  don’t  have  the 
type  of  technology  base,"  he  adds,  and  so 
Hidama  can  "give  them  the  opportunity 
without  their  having  to  worry  about 
buying  a  computer,  a  modem,  and  then 
figure  out  what  to  do  with  it." 

Chan  feels  his  work  has  brought  per¬ 
sonal  benefits  as  well.  He  calls  it  "a 
learning  experience"  that  allows  him  to 
provide  services  "on  a  commercial  level 
versus  for  your  own  personal  pleasure." 

Some  people  find  it  unusual  that 
Chan  and  his  friends  started  a  company 
with  a  Japanese  name.  Initially,  they 
searched  for  a  name  that  had  the  word 
"web"  or  "net"  in  it.  But  all  those  names 
were  already  taken.  Chan  now  laughs  at 
their  attempts.  "Even  www.stupid.com 
was  taken.”  Tony  Vespra  was  studying 
Japanese  and  came  up  with  the  name 
"Hidama,"  which  translates  into  English 
as  "fireball."  They  agreed  upon  the 
name,  hoping  it  would  at  least  get 
people’s  attention. 

Hidama’s  meetings  usually  take  place 
at  night,  due  to  the  hectic  schedules  of 


those  involved.  In  addition  to  his  invol¬ 
vement  with  Hidama,  Michael  Chan 
works  in  the  State  Auditor’s  Office  and 
attends  Bentley  College’s  Graduate 
School,  where  he  is  studying  computer 
information  systems.  Dennis  Sam  is  also 
studying  computers  at  the  graduate  level 
at  Boston  University.  And  Tony  Vespra 
works  full  time  at  a  job  that  ends  at  8 
P.M.  everyday  -  with  no  dinner  break. 
This  situation,  Chan  says,  "naturally 
lends  itself  to  dinner,"  and  tends  to  blur 
the  line  between  leisure  time  and  busi¬ 
ness. 

Chan’s  jovial  nature  shines  when  he 
discusses  the  relationship  between 
Chinese  people  and  food.  "Chinese 
people  revolve  around  food,"  he  says. 
"Everywhere  they  go,  they  want  food." 
This  sentiment  is  probably  enforced  by 
Chan’s  refrigerator  at  home,  which  is 
always  filled  with  "mystery  boxes"  from 
his  parents’  restaurant. 

Chan’s  parents  support  their  son’s  in¬ 
volvement  with  Hidama,  especially 
since  Chan  and  his  friends  are  so  young. 
Starting  a  business  "...as  early  as  you  can 
[makes  it]  a  lot  easier,  because  you  don’t 
have  to  worry  about  the  consequences," 
he  says.  "Later  on  in  life  I  may  not  have 
the  time,"  he  adds.  "I  might  have  other 
obligations  to  fulfill."  At  23,  Chan  does 
not  have  family  responsibilities  or 
mortgage  payments  yet. 

Hidama’s  future  plans  are  ambitious, 
but  attainable.  Over  the  long  term,  Chan 
believes  Hidama  will  be  "a  good  ex¬ 
perience  for  us"  in  addition  to  providing 
some  "financial  rewards."  Short  term 
goals,  however,  still  include  covering 
operating  costs.  Chan’s  current  pet 
project  is  creating  a  Chinese  translation 
of  the  Boston  Chinatown  site.  (Chan 
thinks  that  having  a  button  marked 
"Click  here  for  Chinese"  is  a  "boring" 
design  and  wants  to  invent  something 
more  creative.  New  destinations  in  the 
works  include  the  Main  Streets  pro¬ 
gram,  local  travel  and  tourism  agencies, 
and  China  Pearl  -  perhaps  the  most  well- 
known  Chinatown  restaurant.  They  wel¬ 
come  additions  to  the  site. 

Chan  believes  that  static  thinking  (s 
the  only  obstacle  preventing  people  and 
business  from  getting  on  the  web. 
"They’re  not  thinking  about  things  in  the 
same  way  we  are,"  Chan  says. 

With  Hidama,  members  of  Boston’s 
Chinatown  community  have  the  resour¬ 
ces  to  create  "a  place  of  their  own"  on  the 
web.

Accused  Chinese  Smugglers  on  Trial  in  Boston 


Witnesses  testifying  in  federal  court 
this  month  against  three  Chinese  na¬ 
tionals  charged  with  attempting  to 
smuggle  109  illegal  immigrants  into  the 
US  paint  a  picture  of  a  profit-hungry 
smuggling  industry  that  charges  exor¬ 
bitant  fees,  provides  inadequate  food, 
and  ensures  beatings  for  passengers  who 
step  out  of  line. 

The  witnesses,  who  were  themselves 
attempting  an  illegal  entry  into  the  US 
on  the  boat  allegedly  operated  by  the 
smugglers,  testified  against  Ben  Lin, 
Mao  Bing  Mu,  and  Sang  Li.  The  men  are 
charged  with  four  counts  of  conspiring 
and  attempting  to  bring  illegal  im¬ 
migrants  to  the  US  for  profit.  The  men, 
who  pled  not  guilty  to  the  charges,  have 
been  on  trial  this  month  in  United 
States  District  Court  in  Boston. 

Hui  Lin,  of  New  York,  Ming  Kwan, 
and  Nai  Fook  Li  pled  guilty  to  the  same 
charges  in  federal  court  earlier  this  year. 

The  indictment  alleges  that  Hui  Lin, 
Yiu  Ming  Kwan,  and  Nai  Fook  Li  made 
arrangements  in  Boston  for  a  fishing 
boat  to  leave  Massachusetts  to  rendez¬ 
vous  with  a  ship  from  China  carrying 
illegal  immigrants.  The  Massachusetts 
boat  would  offload  the  immigrants  and 
carry  them  to  the  Boston  area.  From 
Massachusetts  the  smuggled  im¬ 
migrants  were  to  be  transported  to  New 
York  City. 

The  indictment  alleges  that  Kwan 
met  with  an  undercover  agent  of  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service 
in  Boston  in  December  1995  to  discuss 
the  operation.  Kwan  allegedly  told  the 
agent,  who  portrayed  himself  as  the 
owner  of  a  fishing  boat,  that  a  group  of 
men  from  New  York  wanted  to  offload 
about  100  immigrants  from  a  Chinese 
boat  and  transport  them  to  Boston.  In 
discussing  the  operation,  Kwan  agreed 
to  pay  the  undercover  INS  agent  at  least 
$500,000  to  pick  up  the  immigrants. 

In  July  1996  the  agent  was  contacted 
by  Kwan  who  said  he  wanted  to  use  his 
boat  to  pick  up  a  group  of  immigrants 
from  China.  Kwan,  Lin,  and  Li  then  met 
in  Boston  with  the  INS  agent  and  an 
undercover  Coast  Guard  agent. 

On  or  about  August  11,  1996,  the 
Xing  Da,  a  cargo  freighter  loaded  with 
about  105  illegal  immigrants,  departed 
from  China. 

The  indictment  alleges  that  Ben  Lin 
acted  as  the  captain  of  the  Xing  Da  and 
was  responsible  for  steering  the  ship, 
while  Mao  Bing  Mu  and  Sang  Li  alleged¬ 
ly  acted  as  enforcers  and  beat  passengers 
who  tried,  or  managed  to  take  more  food 
and  water  than  they  were  allowed. 


The  Rendezvous 

In  September  1996,  Nai  Fook  Li  left 
the  Falmouth  area  on  the  INS  agent’s 
vessel  to  rendezvous  with  the  Xing  Da. 
On  October  2,  the  US  Coast  Guard 
boarded  the  Xing  Da  near  Bermuda  and 
transported  the  passengers  and  crew  to 
Quantanamo  Bay,  Cuba  where  they 
were  interrogated.  While  most  of  the 
Xing  Da  passengers  have  since  been 
deported  to  China,  four  were  scheduled 
to  testify  as  government  witnesses 
against  Lin,  Mu,  and  Li.  In  return  for 
testifying  against  the  alleged  crew  mem¬ 
bers,  the  witnesses  have  been  granted 
immunity  and  will  be  given  the  chance 
to  obtain  visas  to  stay  in  the  US.  The  US . 
Government  would  also  pay  the 
witnesses’  families  $100  a  month  during 
the  trial  and  likely  grant  them  visas  to. 
immigrate  to  the  US  to  join  the  wit¬ 
nesses. 

A  Witness’s  Story 

One  of  those  witnesses,  Fu  Chang  Ni, 
was  questioned  extensively  last  week  by 
Assistant  US  Attorney  Susan  Hanson- 
Philbrick  of  US  Attorney  Donald 
Stern’s  Organized  Crime  Strike  Force 
Unit  and  attorneys  representing  the 
three  defendants.  Fu  Chang  Ni  testified 
that  he  left  his  hometown  in  China’s 
Fujian  Province  on  Aug.  11,  1996.  He 
told  the  court  that  he  had  met  Sang  Li, 
whom  he  called  Ah  Bin  Mo,  in  a 
hometown  social  club.  He  said  Li  asked 
him  if  he  wanted  to  go  to  the  US  and  Ni 
answered  that  he  did.  Li  then  told  him 
he  would  need  to  pay  $24,000  to  make 
the  journey.  Although  Lee  hadn’t  the 
money  at  the  time,  he  said  he  planned  to 
borrow  it  and  pay  it  back  by  working  in 
the  US.  "I  had  planned  to  borrow  that 
money  from  loansharks,"  he  said,  adding 
that  he  would  need  to  pay  back  the  prin¬ 
cipal  as  well  as  interest  at  a  monthly  rate 
of  $3  per  $100. 

Ni  said  he  worked  as  a  village  farmer 
near  Guangtao  as  well  as  a  construction 
worker  when  work  was  available.  He 
said  he  could  earn  between  1,200  and 
1,300  yuan  a  month  when  he  worked  as 
a  construction  laborer,  which  is  a  good 
wage  in  today’s  China. 

About  10  days  after  meeting  with  Li 
in  the  local  association,  Li  informed  Ni 
that  he  would  be  leaving  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  night.  On  the  night  of  his  departure, 
Ni  waited  with  a  group  of  people  at  a 
roadside  site.  The  group  was  then  picked 
up  by  a  van  in  which  Li  was  riding  and 
carried  to  the  seaside,  where  they 
boarded  a  wooden  boat.  The  passengers 
traveled  from  four  to  five  hours  on  the 
smaller  boat  before  transferring  to  the 


Xing  Da,  which  carried  them  east 
around  the  southern  tip  of  Africa  and 
across  the  Atlantic  to  the  Bermuda  area. 

Life  Aboard  the  Cargo  Ship 

Ni  testified  that  most  of  the  pas¬ 
sengers  on  the  Xing  Da  were  confined  in 
"the  hold,”  a  windowless  cargo  area 
below  deck  where  they  slept  on  mats.  In 
the  first  part  of  the  journey,  he  was  al¬ 
lowed  to  remain  above  deck,  but  he  was 
forced  into  the  hold  with  the  other  pas¬ 
sengers  in  the  latter  stage  of  the  journey. 
To  remain  above  deck,  Ni  had  to  carry 
rice  and  water  to  other  passengers.  The 
immigrants  were  divided  into  small 
groups  and  were  fed  rice  and  preserved 
vegetables  throughout  their  journey.  Ni 
said  he  often  shared  a  bowl  of  soup  with 
his  group,  but  had  little  drinking  water. 
"I  rarely  drank  water  above  deck,"  he 
testified. 

In  his  testimony,  Ni  said  he  had 
known  two  of  the  men  on  trial  before  the 
journey.  He  said  he  often  saw  Li  around 
his  hometown  and  had  attended  school 
20  years  earlier  with  Mao  Bing  Mu. 

When  he  became  seasick  and  could 
no  longer  work  above  deck,  Mu  told  him 
he  would  have  to  return  to  the  hold,  Ni 
testified.  Around  this  time,  Mao  Bing 
Mu  saw  him  steal  about  10  packages  of 
preserved  vegetables,  Ni  said.  "Why  did 
you  steal  the  preserved  vegetable?"  he 
asked.  "I  said,  ‘Because  I  get  hungry. 
That’s  why  I  had  to  steal  some."  Ni  said 
that  the  Xing  Da  passengers  were  not 
given  enough  food  to  eat  during  their 
journey. 

After  he  was  ordered  to  return  to  the 
hold,  Ni  said  he  occasionally  went  above 
deck  to  brush  his  teeth.  On  one  occasion 
Mao  Bing  Mu  saw  him  and  called  him 
over.  "He  started  hitting  me,"  Ni  tes¬ 
tified,  adding,  "He  dragged  me  by  the 
collar  and  started  punching  me  all  over 
here  (pointing  to  his  chest  and  back). 
When  he  fell  to  the  floor,  another  per¬ 
son  came  over  and  together  "they  started 
kicking  me,"  he  testified,  explaining  that 
he  was  also  hit  with  a  stick.  He  said  one 
of  his  attackers  said,  "‘I’m  going  to  beat 
you  to  death’"  for  stealing  food  and  not 
working.  Ni  said  he  saw  two  other 
people  being  beaten  during  the  journey, 
including  a  friend  who  had  also  testified 
as  a  government  witness. 

When  Hanson-Philbrick  asked  Ni  if 
he  knew  he  would  be  entering  the  US 
illegally,  Ni  replied  that  he  did.  "I  would 
be  traveling  by  boat  and  I  didn’t  have  any 
documents  at  all  with  me,"  he  said. 

In  cross-examining  Ni,  Mao  Bing 
Mu’s  attorney,  George  Gormley,  sug¬ 


gested  Ni  was  testifying  against  Mu  be¬ 
cause  he  was  angry  with  him  for  the 
beating  and  because  his  testimony 
would  allow  him  to  stay  in  the  US.  "I 
don’t  even  knowatthis  point  if  I’m  going 
to  be  staying,"  said  Ni  in  his  testimony. 

Gormley  asked  Ni  if  he  had  become 
involved  in  a  fight  after  stealing  another 
passenger’s  shoes.  "I  didn’t  fight  with 
anyone  in  the  hold,"  Ni  said. 

"Are  you  angry  today  at  my  client 
becaue  he  beat  you?"  asked  Gormley. 

"No,  I’m  just  tellingyou  the  truth,"  Ni 
replied.  "I  was  beaten."  While  Ni  sug¬ 
gested  that  anyone  who  had  been  beaten 
would  have  been  angry,  he  said  he  no 
longer  felt  any  anger.  "That  was  in  the 
past,"  Ni  said.  "But  now  the  bad  people 
will  be  facing  the  law.  The  law  will  be 
taking  care  of  them." 

Gormley  also  questioned  Ni’s  mo¬ 
tives  for  testifying  against  his  client,  sug¬ 
gested  that  he  was  largely  motivated  by 
the  desire  to  remain  in  the  US  and  to 
obtain  visas  for  his  wife  and  child.  He 
also  noted  that  his  wife  would  receive 
$100  a  month  while  the  trial  was  going 
on.  "She’ll  receive  more  money  than 
you’ve  ever  earned  in  China,”  he  said. 

Ni,  however,  testified  that  $100  a 
month  was  not  a  lot  of  money  in  China. 
"That’s  not  really  considered  a  lot  of 
money,"  he  said  at  one  point  in  his  tes¬ 
timony  when  the  issue  was  again  raised. 
"Not  even  enough  for  family  expenses." 

Ni  was  also  asked  why  he  declined  to 
tell  the  authorities  when  he  was  first 
questioned  that  he  had  been  living  and 
working  above  deck.  Ni  answered  that 
he  feared  the  Chinese  authorities  would 
impose  a  more  severe  fine  on  him  upon 
his  return  if  they  knew  he  had  worked 
above  deck. 

The  defendant’s  attorneys  repeatedly 
suggested  in  their  questioning  that  Ni 
was  lying  to  protect  himself  and  to  help 
him  remain  in  the  US. 

Ni  said  he  did  not  want  to  return  to 
China  because  he  feared  that  the 
defendants’  families  would  retaliate 
against  him  or  members  of  his  family  for 
testifying  against  them.  "Under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  I  don’t  wish  to  go  back  to 
China,"  he  said. 

Another  witness,  Yen  Chin  Chen, 
reportedly  alleged  that  Sang  Li  this 
month  had  threatened  to  kill  the 
witness’s  wife  and  children  in  China  for 
Chen’s  testifying  against  him. 

If  convicted,  the  three  defendants 
face  up  to  10  years  in  prison  for  each 
illegal  immigrant  they  conspired  and  at¬ 
tempted  to  smuggle  into  the  US.

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Registry  Plans  Move  to  Liberty  Tree  Building 


City  and  state  officials  announced 
this  week  that  the  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles  will  move  to  the  Liberty  Tree 
Building  in  the  Combat  Zone. 

Lieutenant  Governor  Paul  Cellucci 
and  Mayor  Thomas  Menino  were  on 
hand  to  make  the  announcement  inside 
the  building  at  630  Washington  Street, 
which  is  owned  by  Kevin  Fitzgerald. 

The  building,  which  has  for  years 
been  vacant  and  dilapidated,  is  located 
in  the  city’s  only  adult  entertainment 
district.  In  recent  years,  drug  dealers  and 
prostitutes  have  been  known  to  con¬ 
gregate  on  the  street  outside  the  build¬ 
ing. 

Officials  suggested  that  locating  the 
Registry  in  the  building  will  go  a  long 
way  toward  improving  the  character  of 
the  street.  "We’re  taking  the  ‘Combat’ 
out  of  the  Combat  Zone,"  Menino  said. 

While  the  corner  of  Essex  and 
Washington  Streets  near  the  Liberty 
Tree  Building  has  been  a  problem  for 
Chinatown  in  recent  years,  conditions  in 
the  Combat  Zone  improved  dramatical¬ 
ly  following  the  demolition  of  several 
buildings  housing  adult  entertainment 
establishments  and  the  construction  of 
a  parking  lot.  Several  new  Asian  res¬ 
taurants  have  also  opened  on 
Washington  Street,  drawing  more 
people  to  an  area  which  is  gradually 
being  incorporated  into  Chinatown. 

The  Registry  must  move  from  its 
Nashua  Street  site  by  1999  to  make  way 
for  construction  of  the  Central  Artery 
Project.  Officials  said  the  Chinatown 
location  was  chosen  because  of  its 
proximity  to  public  transportation  -  an 
Orange  Line  station  entrance  is  on  the 
building’s  ground  floor  and  a  Green 
Line  station  is  a  block  away.  And  while 
one  reporter  questioned  the  wisdom  of 
moving  the  Registry  to  such  a  congested 


area,  officials  noted  that  Washington 
Street  has  more  available  parking  sites 
than  Nashua  Street.  They  also  suggested 
that  many  people  using  the  Boston 
Registry  would  be  arriving  by  public 
transportation. 

In  announcing  the  Registry  move 
during  Historic  Preservation  Week, 
Cellucci  and  Menino  sought  to  highlight 
the  historic  significance  of  the  building 
and  the  site,  where  colonists  protested 
the  1765  Stamp  Act  under  an  elm  tree. 
Menino  emphasized  that  historic 
preservation  and  economic  develop¬ 
ment  do  not  have  to  be  at  odds  with  each 
other.  "The  two  should  complement 
each  other,"  he  said. 

Officials  also  stressed  that  the  move 
would  help  revitalize  Chinatown  and 
enhance  the  city’s  effort  to  revitalize 
Washington  Street,  which  is  the  city’s 
longest  street. 

The  Registry  hopes  to  move  its  Cus¬ 
tomer  Service  Operation  into  a  com¬ 
pletely  renovated  building  in  March  or 
April  of  next  year,  officials  anticipate 
4,000  people  will  use  the  site  daily. 

Chinatown  officials  attending  the 
event  included  Frank  Chin,  the  city’s 
purchasing  agent,  and  Wilson  Lee, 
president  of  the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association.  Both  believe 
that  locating  the  Registry  in  the  Liberty 
Tree  Building  is  a  positive  development 
for  Chinatown. 

Chin  recalled  eating  in  a  delicatessen 
that  once  operated  in  the  building  when 
he  was  growing  up,  while  Lee,  whose 
family  operates  the  Dynasty  Restaurant, 
said  people  can  always  go  to  Chinatown 
to  get  something  to  eat  if  the  Registry 
lines  get  too  long.

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Mother-Daughter  Relationships  in  a  Japanese  Family 


By  Judith  Przybek 

Julie  Shigekuni’s  novel,  "A  Bridge 
Between  Us,"  is  the  saga  of  four  genera¬ 
tions  of  women  of  a  Japanese- American 
family  living  together  in  one  house.  The 
novel  details  the  pain  of  separation  and 
abandonment  experienced  by  all  of 
these  women  in  their  mother-daughter 
relationships.  By  telling  their  stories, 
they  interweave  a  pattern  of  female  loss 
and  regained  identity. 

The  novel  is  structured  as  alternating 
narrations  by  three  of  the  four  women: 
Rio,  the  grandmother;  Tomoe, 
daughter-in-law  of  Rio;  and  Nomi, 
Tomoe’s  daughter.  Although  Reiko,  the 
great-grandmother  of  the  clan,  has  her 
say  only  in  the  prologue,  her  strong  per¬ 
sonality  and  bitterness  influence  the 
other  characters,  and  her  narration  sets 
the  major  themes,  which  are  resolved  by 
her  great-granddaughter’s  return  to 
Japan  and  recovery  of  childhood 
memories. 

Although  Reiko  and  her  father  are 
abandoned  by  her  mother,  they  deceive 
each  other  with  fantasies  of  the  mother’s 
origins,  reasons  for  her  leaving,  and  cer¬ 
tainty  of  her  return.  Reiko’s  father 
makes  up  a  story  that  her  mother  was  a 
princess  who  returned  to  Japan  because 
her  delicate  constitution  was  disturbed 
by  the  harshness  of  American  weather. 
He  states  that  the  mother  is  returning. 
And  while  Reiko  pretends  to  believe  in 
the  myth  and  strives  to  live  the  role  of 
the  daughter  of  a  princess,  part  of  her 
realizes  that  the  mother  will  never 
return.  Her  sense  of  abandonment 
twists  into  malice  directed  against  other 
women,  particularly  the  women  in  her 


family.  Because  her  own  relationship 
with  her  mother  is  poisoned,  she  must 
poison  the  mother-daughter  relation¬ 
ship  of  each  subsequent  generation. 

Consumed  by  anger,  Reiko  says  with 
great  clarity,  "The  truth  is  that  my 
mother  is  the  cause  of  my  sorrow.  Per¬ 
haps  it  is  not  right  for  a  daughter  to 
admit  to  such  feelings  for  her  mother. 
Still,  there  is  a  pain  in  my  heart  which 
will  not  allow  me  to  keep  silent."  Her 
words  are  echoed  by  each  of  the  other 
characters. 

After  Reiko’s  prologue,  the  first  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  novel  looks  at  a  family  crisis 


-  the  attempted  suicide  of  Rio. 

Rio  outlines  the  circumstances  which 
lead  to  her  suicide  attempt,  the  lack  of 
love  she  feels  from  her  mother,  and  her 
mother’s  actions  to  thwart  her  happi- 
ness. _ 

_ Books _ 

Tomoe’s  strength  holds  the  family 
together  through  the  crisis.  Her  good 
sense  and  goodwill  counterbalance  the 
dysfunction  of  the  other  women.  Not 
born  into  the  family  but  married  into  it, 
she  is  able  to  present  a  different  perspec¬ 
tive  into  the  lives  of  these  family  mem¬ 
bers.  Caretaker  for  her  husband’s 
mother  and  grandmother,  as  well  as  her 
own  children,  she  also  cares  for  her 
dying  mother,  and  expresses  her  own 
mystical  need  for  a  mother  as  well  as  the 
need  to  let  go. 

Nomi,  a  little  girl,  is  suddenly  con¬ 
fronted  by  the  threat  of  death  and  the 
loss  of  her  grandmother.  During  Rio’s 
recovery  from  her  suicide  attempt, 
Nomi  undergoes  another  experience 
which  she  represses,  but  which  influen¬ 
ces  her  behavior  from  then  on.  She  is 
forced  in  several  ways  to  become  "a  big 
girl  now."  Nomi’s  journey  of  self-dis¬ 
covery  during  the  rest  of  the  novel,  from 
early  childhood  trauma  to 
remembrance,  parallels  the  lives  of  the 
other  women. 

The  novel’s  title,  "A  Bridge  Between 
Us,"  is  reminiscent  of  "The  Bridge  of 
Dreams,"  the  final  chapter  of  the 
Japanese  classic,  "The  Tale  of  Genji," 
which  deals  with  similar  themes:  longing 
for  an  absent  mother,  incest,  and 
promiscuous  behavior  that  blocks  out 
the  pain  of  living.  In  "A  Bridge  Between 


Us,"  the  vivid  dreams  recounted  by  the 
women  are  bridges  in  which  secret 
truths  make  their  way  into  waking  con¬ 
sciousness.  Bridges  are  used  by  the  char¬ 
acters  as  metaphors  for  the  links 
between  them  and  as  the  paths  of  es¬ 
cape.  Tomoe  talks  of  her  daughter  Nomi 
as  the  bridge  between  herself  and  the 
other  women,  the  link  of  blood  relation¬ 
ship  between  them.  For  Nomi,  her 
dream  of  going  to  Japan  is  another 
bridge,  the  "promise  of  life  beyond  the 
family,"  although  her  decision  to  give  up 
for  adoption  her  child  born  in  Japan 
brings  her  closer  to  the  family  legacy  of 
pain  and  separation. 

Rio  uses  sexuality  as  a  bridge  to  take 
away  the  consciousness  of  her  pain. 

"I  have  known  Rons,  Darryls,  Jeffs, 
Bens,  have  held  the  hand  of  a  faceless 
man  with  one  of  my  hands;  felt  the  thin 
suspension  rope  cut  into  my  palms  until 
the  callouses  grew  over  each  knuckle, 
and  I  can  tell  you  that  each  time  you 
cross  the  bridge  with  someone  different 
the  journey  becomes  lighter,  easier, 
only,  like  I  say,  the  calluses  form  like 
scar  tissue  over  your  heart,  and  that  is 
what  scares  me." 

This  use  of  sex  is  something  she 
shares  with  Nomi,  who  says  of  her  early 
sexual  experimentation,  ”1  am  liking 
Eric  because  my  mind  can  travel 
anywhere  when  I  am  with  him  and  he 
does  not  have  to  know." 

The  novel  realistically  portrays  the 
emotional  pain  of  childhood  abuse  and 
trauma.  However,  the  concentration  on 
the  mother-daughter  relationships  ab¬ 
solves  the  male  characters  of  any 
responsibility  for  their  actions.

A  Modern  Rendition  of  "The  Duchess  of  Malfi"

Two  men  with  sunken  eyes  and  black 
leather  jackets  call  out  through  the 
audience  to  greet  one  another.  A 
women  in  a  pretty  floral  skirt  inches 
closer  to  her  companion  to  move  out  of 
their  way.  The  men,  Delio  and  Antonio, 
are  soon  joined  by  Bosola,  a  similarly- 
clad  figure  with  an  eerie  stare,  they 
debate  the  question  that  lies  heavy  on 
their  minds:  What  will  become  of  the 
Duchess  now  that  she  is  widowed? 
Before  leading  the  audience  into  the 
theatre,  Bosola  gives  an  ominous 
prediction.  "Places  in  the  court  are  like 
beds  in  the  hospital:  their  heads  lay  at 
others’  feet." 

Since  its  founding  in  1980,  New 
Theatre  Conservatory  has  been  produc¬ 
ing  "risk-taking  drama  in  a  provocative 
style."  Its  spring  production  of  John 
Webster’s  "The  Duchess  of  Malfi"  is  no 
exception.  With  a  cast  and  crew  com¬ 
posed  of  the  Conservatory’s  second  year 
students,  director  Rick  DesRochers  has 
brought  this  17th  century  English  play 
about  madness,  lust,  and  power  to 
modern  audiences. 

Two  brothers,  a  Cardinal  and  a  Duke, 
forbid  their  sister,  the  Duchess,  to 
remarry  after  her  husband’s  death  (so 
that  they  may  keep  their  ruling  power 
and  prevent  royal  succession  to  the  son 


she  might  bear).  But  the  sister  promptly 
falls  in  love  with  a  house  servant  and  has 
a  secret  love  affair  for  years  that 
produces  three  children.  Numerous  at¬ 
tempts  are  made  to  uncover  the  identity 
of  the  father/lover  and  children  before 
her  brothers’  hired  hand,  Bosola,  ends 
her  affair  through  violent  means. 
During  the  laborious  investigation,  any 
thread  of  sanity  holding  the  household 
together  is  destroyed. 

_ Theater  _ 

The  set,  a  two-tiered  platform  with 
ladders,  looks  more  like  a  construction 
site  than  the  palace  of  a  medieval  Italian 
ruling  family.  Yet  it  works  surprisingly 
well,  with  the  actors  simply  standing  still 
when  they  are  not  on  stage.  The  second 
tier  functions  well  for  eavesdropping, 
transmitting  messages,  and  charting  the 
movements  of  Duke  Ferdinand,  who 
believes  he  is  becoming  a  werewolf  as  his 
madness  progresses.  And  kudos  to  cos¬ 
tume  designer  Jeffrey  Scott  Burrows  for 
successfully  pairing  the  fashion  of  20th 
century  bikers  and  thrift  shop  finds  to  a 
time  centuries  earlier.  Beyond  the  set 
and  costumes,  Duchess  also  experi¬ 
ments  with  non-traditional  casting. 

In  "The  Duchess  of  Malfi,"  Jen  Yuan 
Wang  plays  the  title  character  and  is  the 
only  woman  in  the  play.  The  Duchess  is 


a  blend  of  coyness,  love,  determination, 
and  pretentiousness.  Wang  matches  the 
strength  of  a  character  who  defies  her 
family,  even  in  death.  But  Wang’s  per¬ 
formance  is  not  the  most  noteworthy. 
The  women  playing  men’s  roles  are  far 
more  convincing,  and  not  simply  for 
novelty’s  sake. 

Women  play  three  of  the  six  male 
roles.  Bonnie  Lee  Whang’s  perfor¬ 
mance  is  the  most  convincing.  A  com¬ 
petent  mercenary  and  spy,  Whang 
emulates  a  strong  masculine  energy,  in 
spite  of  her  obviously  feminine  body. 
The  inner  turmoil  she  faces  (after  her 
deeds  have  been  accomplished)  is 
powerfully  communicated  without 
melodrama  or  insincerity.  Helen  Mc¬ 
Elwain  plays  Duke  Ferdinand  (Bosola’s 
employer  and  the  Duchess’s  brother) 
with  a  comic  edge  that  adds  to  her  mad¬ 
ness.  She  lightens  up  this  tragic  play  ever 
so  slightly.  Trudi  Goodman,  playing 
both  the  Duchess’s  waiting  woman 
Cariola  and  the  Cardinal,  alternates 
performances  of  the  most  conservative 
appearance  with  the  most  caring. 

The  Duchess’s  secret  lover  Antonio 
(played  by  Anthony  Dangerfield)  and 
the  other  male  actors  paled  in  com¬ 
parison  to  the  ladies.  While  the  men  did 
have  smaller  parts,  it  seems  that  the 
extra  effort  needed  to  establish  mas¬ 


culine  identities  strengthened  the 
credibility  of  the  roles.  Nevertheless,  no 
one  in  the  cast  gave  a  poor  performance. 

Be  warned  that  this  is  not  a  light¬ 
hearted  play.  It  is  not  for  children.  While 
no  physical  blood  is  shed,  Duchess  is  rife 
with  violent  mind  games  reminiscent  of 
soap  opera  plots.  And  despite  its  adap¬ 
tation  to  modern  times,  the  language  is 
still  quite  complex  and  lengthy,  con¬ 
tributing  to  the  show’s  almost  three- 
hours  length.  So  if  you’re  in  the  mood 
for  night  of  intrigue,  madness,  and  dead¬ 
ly  family  politics,  go  see  New  Theatre’s 
"The  Duchess  of  Malfi."  You  will  not  be 
disappointed.  If  you’re  searching  for  an 
uplifting  story  with  a  neat,  happy  en¬ 
ding?  Go  elsewhere.
